Dear Members of the School Committee: 

Attached please find the February 2016 Budget Tracking report as of February 25, 2016. I 
apologize for the delay, and for the absence of the other usual reports. The unanticipated 
departure of the School Accountant as we were preparing the FY17 Budget placed a 
tremendous strain on our resources. 

I am happy to report that we have selected a replacement candidate from within our 
organization, and with her shift in responsibilities I hope that we can get back to normal 
operations as soon as possible. 

There is will be a full set of monthly reports for the March 10 meeting. 

As you can see, we are projecting an overage in the General Fund budget at this time, 
primarily due to unexpected expenses in the Facilities area, including the lamented but not 
yet late High School elevator. 

At this time of year, we encumber our estimates for the entire year where we can. We also 
do the majority of our repair and upgrade work during the summer months while school is 
out of session. Of course, supplies and instructional materials are also purchased heavily 
during the summer months in anticipation of the school year. At this point, we project each 
budget line as if it will be fully expended, which is contrary to our experience, but is the most 
conservative way to consider our expenditure patterns. 

This winter, so far, is proving to be warmer and less snowy than a typical year. While I am 
not yet projecting savings in energy or snow removal, if the winter continues as it has been I 
think we will be able to go a long way toward closing the budget gap in those areas. In any 
event, there are sufficient reserves to cover this possible shortfall.

PARCC on paper versus on computer, where Arlington Public Schools will be held harmless 
Discussion 


The committee agreed to discuss PARCC since Ms. Johnson was still at the Capital Planning 
meeting at Town Hall. Dr. Chesson said the state is looking at the data from last year in regards 
to schools taking PARCC on paper versus using the computers and said the data is uneven from 
state to state and from school to school. They say social economic climate may come into play 
therefore; too many variables are being reviewed so it’s hard to determine which is best for 
students to partake in PARCC. Since we plan to prepare our students to take the test either way 
we will be held harmless, so if we are a level 2 school we cannot go below this level but we can 
go higher. We will watch this and we have no concerns at this point. 

The committee members would like the administration to run a test before the actual PARCC test 
is administered to our students. Additional information will be provided to the community and 
parents at the parent presentation on PARCC and Common Core, on Wednesday, February 24, 
2016 from 7 to 9 PM at the Thompson Elementary School. 

Superintendent's Report 

Dr. Bodie spoke about snow days, and spoke on the difficulty predicting the snow totals to 
determine a no school day by 5:00 AM for students and for staff, but reminded parents to make 
their own call if they feel it is too difficult for their families or students to arrive safely to school. 

Ms. Elmer spoke about the course we are offering to our staff, Helping Traumatized Children 
Learn, as we partner with Lesley University. We agreed to have 25 participates taking the 
course which include Teachers, Teaching Assistants, and Guidance counselors. The feedback is 
very positive. Lesley University is offering a grant for our teachers therefore they can take the 
course for $500.00 plus obtain three graduate credits. 

Dr. Bodie said the Arlington Education Foundation is noticing more grant requests for yoga in 
the classrooms and health behavioral classes. Dr. Bodie said our Robotics Club attended a 
competition last week and ranked # 3, led by Ted Fuist and Jayce G and the AHS Mock trial 
team attended their fourth regional competition led by Joe Sancinito. 

The Superintendent Proposed Budset for FY17 

Dr. Bodie would like to thank Ms. Diane Johnson and Ms. Julie Dunn on all their work they have 
done on the proposed budget books for FY 17. The Proposed Budget Priorities are for Retain ing 
and compensation offaculty and staff, Enrollment growth and class size mitigation and for 
Support for high needs students. The budget discussion included curriculum materials needed as 
well as the mandated costs for special education students and it was noted all the money is going 
back into the classrooms. The bull budget proposal can be found on our website. 



Dr. Allison-Ampe suggests that the members of the committee adopt the following resolution: 
Motion to adopt the resolution and notify the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
was made by Mr. Thielman, seconded Mr. Pierce.

Therefore Be It resolved that the Arlington School Committee calls on the Massachusetts Legislature and 
the Governor of Massachusetts to fully fund and adopt the recommendations of the Foundation Budget 
Review Commission in the immediate future. 

Rationale: 

The Foundation Budget Review Commission (FRBC) was established by the Legislature in the FY16 budget and 
was charged with examining the Foundation Budget (Chapter 70) formula. The formula was first established as 
part of the Education Reform legislation in 1993 and has not been thoroughly reviewed or updated since that 
time. The FBRC found that the current formula understates costs significantly in two areas: Employee Health 
Insurance and Special Education. If the recommendations of the FBRC had been implemented in the FY16 
budget, state funding for education would have been about $500 million more than it was. However, if Chapter 
70 reflected the true cost of education, the number would be closer to $2 billion. Spending by school districts over 
the required Net School Spending amounts has increased, as a whole, for more than a decade, indicating that 
communities are using local property taxes and diverting funding from other portions of municipal budgets to 
fund their schools. In FY14, the total spending above Foundation in the state was $1.7 billion. At the same time, 
the state’s commitment to municipal aid has declined. Since 2001, unrestricted local aid has been cut by 43%. 

The net effect is a combination of cuts to local and school sendees and an increasing reliance on the regressive 
property tax. The evidence overwhelmingly establishes the correlation between a well-educated workforce and 
higher income individuals. States that invest more in education have a higher paid workforce; also, states that 
increase the level of education of their population see greater productivity and higher wages over time. The link 
can then easily be made between higher paid individuals and less reliance on various forms of government 
assistance, as well as lower rates of crime. A state’s high school and college attainment rates are important 
factors in the state’s overall economic strength. Additionally, investments in education can have significant long¬ 
term impacts on state and local economies, as well-educated individuals tend to stay relatively local and 
contribute tax dollars to the state and municipality in which they reside. In general, the taxes paid over time by 
these individuals are substantially higher than the cost of their public education.

Facilities Cindy Starks (Chair) presented the Enrollment Challenges Timeline. The 
subcommittee members spoke about options and estimates, and incremental costs for staff.
